Fish, Authority Claims 

"There is a widespread beliet| 
that fish grow to be of vast age and 
live for more than a century, but 
this bellef in the longeyity of fish 


fades under the. microscope when 
the fish's actual age ts rend from] 


ite scales,” says: an authority. in 


charge of Great Lakes fisheriea tn- 
vestigation for the United States 
bureau of fisheries, who explaing 
that a figh's age may be read from 
its scales like the age of a tree from 
its rings. 

He says that only a few years 


“age some “musky” scales were sent 


to him for age determination. The 
fish welghdd 40 pounds and was 62 
inches long, ‘and oldtimers in the 
community gave it an age of from 
ten to. one hundred years, The scales
